Re: Remote Hearing on “From Rescue to Recovery:  Building a Thriving and Inclusive 

Post-Pandemic Economy”  

 

On Wednesday, March 17, 2021, at 11:00 a.m. ET, the Select Subcommittee on the 

Coronavirus Crisis will hold a remote hearing to examine the historic and disproportionate job 

losses and other economic hardships the pandemic has inflicted on vulnerable populations and 

the importance of ensuring an equitable recovery.
